Washington, Nov. 11.—President Wilson issued a formal 


proclamation at 10:00 o'clock this morning announcing that the 
armistice with Germany had been signed. 
The proclamation follows: 
"My fellow countrymen: 
"The armistice was signed this morning-. 
"Everything for which Americans fought has been accom- 
plished. It will Ibe our fortunate duty to assist by example or by 
sober humble council and by material aid in the establishment of 
just democracy throughout the world." 


It is signed Woodrow Wilson. 
TO READ TEEMS. 
President Wilson will read the terms of the armistice with 


Germany before a joint session of Congress at one o'clock today. 
So few members have returned today from their election vaca- 


tion that when word of the president's coming reachd the capital, 
there was some doubt whether enough could be mustered for a 
joint session.

THE FIEST ANNOUNCEMENT. " "

Washington, D. C., Nov. 11.—The world's war will end this 


morning at five o'clock, Pacific time, or eleven o'clock, Paris time, 
according to an announcement made from the State Department at 
two-thirty o'clock this morning. 


The armistice was signed by the German representatives at 


twelve o'clock, Paris time. The official announcement was made 
by an official of the State Department at one-thirty this morning 
The announcement was made verbally as follows: 


"The armistice has been signed. It was signed at five o'clock 


Paris time, and hostilities wiH cease at five o'clock, western time.' 


PROBABLE TERMS OF ARMISTICE. 


Military men at Washington regard it as certain that the 


armistice includes the following terms: 


(1) Immediate retirement of Germany's army from Belgium, 


France and Alsace-Lorraine. 


(2) 
The disarmament and demobilization of the German 


army in certain sectors on the western front. 


OCCUPATION OF CITIES. 


(3) 
Occupation of the allies nations and the forces of the 


'limited States of all strategic points which will make it impossible 
or the Germans to renew the war. 


(4) Delivery of parts of Germany's big navy and a certain 


number of submarines as well as other German warships. 


(5) Release of allied soldiers, sailors and civilians held pris- 


oners by Germany without reciprocal action by the allies. 


NO INFORMATION. 


No information as to the conditions under which the armistice 


was signed were received, but since the German courier did not 
roach the Grand German headquarters until ten o'clock Sunday 
morning it is assumed that the German envoys within the alliec 
lines were instructed by wireless to sign the armistice. 


Forty hours were required for the courier to reach the Ger 


inn headquarters and it required several hours for the examin- 
$r of the terms by the officials at the headquarters. 


NEW GOVERNMENT.

reached at Berlin and instructions issued by the new German gov- 
ernment. 


Germany had been given until eleven o'clock this morning to 


accept the terms, and it will be at that hour that the world's great- 
est conflict will cease, probably never to be renewed.

NEW FREIGHT RATES 


Washington, N'av. 11.—As an im- 
portant step towards wiping out local 
freight 
rate 
discriminations 
and 
knocking down 
rate walls between 


many states, the railroad administra- 
tion proposes tentatively to establish 
new scales of class rates in five zones 
throughout the west and south, scien- 
tifically worked out and based largely 
on cost of transportation and density 
of trafllc. ' " 
The proposed scales, which will be 
subject to long consideration before 
the Interstate Commerce Commission, 
state commissions and railroad traf- 
fic committees before adoption, would 
cause slight advances in some rates 
and reduction in others, without any 
general fluctuation in either direc- 
tion. 
Advantages of 
the system as set 
forth by the railroad administration 
are that it would give all shippers 
practically the same rates for given 
iistances, regardless of whether their 
placen of business 
are 
situated 
at 
xrfnts served by several roads com- 
»etingr for traffic with the lure of spe- 
cial rates; that it would promote haul- 
ng by the shortest route since charges 
n general would be based on mileage; 
that it -would permit free operation of 
commercial competition, now often re- 
ricted by state rate barriers, particu- 
arly in the southern states; and that 
t -would simplify the calculation of 
chargres. 
Objections are expected from, many 
state commissions, whose rate-making 
powers would be limited by the ac- 
ion; 
from shippers who find the re- 
adjustments would raise their rates; 
rom producers who might discover 
that relations .of their rates to those 
t competitors would be changed to 
heir disadvantage and possibly from 
ome railroads who fear the promo- 
on .of short hauling would reduce 
rieir traffic when they are restored to 
private 
management. 
Advocates of 
the new plan' propose, however, to re- 
tain existing rate 
relationships be- 
tween rival communities or producers 
as much as possible and to make the 
changes gradually in order not to dis- 
rupt shipping conditions.

OPEN OFFICES TO HELP

Washington, Nov. 11.—Offices are 
now open in fourteen of the chief cit- 
ies of the United States to receive the 
applications of disabled soldiers and 
sailors of the American army and 
navy for free education to equip them 
for the vocation for which they are 
most fitted. 
These offices have been 
established by the Federal Board of 
Vocations and are in the 
following 
cities: Washington, Philadelphia, New 
York, Boston, Atlanta. New Orleans, 
Cincinnati. St. Louis, Dallas, Denver, 
Chicago, Minneapolis, San Francisco 
and Seattle. 


At each office are stationed men to 
advise the disabled' fighters aa to what 
they are entitled to receive, a medical 
officer and a man to obtain employ- 
ment for them when they are ready 
to go to work.

Tuberculosis is a disease of youth 
and marriage is an institution which 
thrives 
best in the romantic era. 
Therefore the question daily arises: 
may an individual who has recovered 
from lung- tuberculosis safely marry? 
And may a youngr man or young wo- 
man safely marry such an. tadiv.idual? 
And arc children of such a unio.n 
likely to be physically weak or have 
tuberculosis ot grlands, spine, or other 
part of the body? 


The toxin of the tubercle bacillus 
is a stimulant.''- One with tuberculosis 
in the active state, that is, with slight 
fever part or all the day, rapid pulse, 
couffh, and expectoration and other 
symptoms, is 
overstimulated by a 
rather excessive dose ot tubercle ba- 
.illus toxin, or call it tuberculin self- 
produced. 
Besides 
overstimulating: 
:he nervous system and 
circulation 
the tubercle toxin seems to stimulate 
amativeness and temperament. In the 
early stage'of tuberculosis the youth 
is living in a perpetual springtime 
and love affairs are quite the usual 
thine. He is also Inclined to be ab- 
normally saneruine, so that he is sure 
he is much better or strong-er than 
his doctor seems .to.think. This, lat- 
ter effect of tuberculin overstimula- 
tion is a great obstacle tc the success- 
ful treatment of tuberculosis, because 
it. prompts, so muny victims to engi- 
neer their own treatment—the doctor 
not being as competent as they think 
he should be for the job. 
No one witli active tuberculosis 
should even consider marriag-e, for hiu 
own sake and for 
the sake of the 
prospective partner. 
It Is foolhardy 


for a young: man 'or young woman 
with tuberculosis not yet arrested to 
associate in the intimate way of lov- 
ers with a prospective partner, if the 
health and happiness..of that partner 
are worth preserving-. The disease is 
almost certain to be conveyed from 
one lover to the other. It is certain 
to be conveyed from husband to wife 
or wife to husband living- together. A 
child born at the timp when either 
parent has active tuberculosis is sure 
to be infected in the first months, or 
years of life, whether the disease iir 
the child develops in-active form then 
or "years later. 
With the individual whose tubanm- '

losis is arrested marriage is another 
question. ' There is no dang-er of in- 
fection from one with arrested^tuber- 
culosis. The question to bo answered 
in every such case is: Can the indi- 
vidual maintain health in the after*- 
marriase environment? This questip.n 
can be intelligently answered only bv 
the individual's own ^physician after a 
careful consideration of the 
history 


a.nd the individual's plan of life. 
Marriag-e is-no joke, as -we heroes 
who have survived/it know, and when 
any question of tuberculosis^is con- 
cerned an engagement should be con- 
sidered tentatively if at all.
